from U», the Revenge to windward and the 
M onarch to leeward, on the look-out, the 
latter (hip fir(\ making a ftgnal for an enemy, 
when I foon difcovered feven Tiil to the lee­ 
ward of me i and confideriug tbem. in part, 
line of battle.ihips, the lignal was ffiade to 
form the line, and (hortly after lo b fc rv e d 
them bearing cp, making all fail, and run* 
n i r g to the S. S. W . The figual was inüant- 
ly Kiade for a general chace, and the M o ­ 
narch from her pofition and good failing, 
was enabled to keey nearly vrithin j^un-fhot, 
a mile and a half or little more, a-head of the 
Centaur, and the Mar« on the rtsrboard-bow.
